The call for European student relief has come once nRain to 
McGill and during the next few days those who wish to help the 
undergraduates in countries of the Old World will be given a 
chance to do so. There is no doubt whatever concerning the vital 
need of certain educational institutions in Europe. From Austria, 
from Germany, from Poland and from Russia come descriptions 
of hardships among the student bodies which are entirely foreign 
to Canadian and American universities. In days gone by we may 
have been — as a matter of fact we were — somewhat sceptical re- 
garding the veracity of the tales which arrived from the stricken 
countries. They appeared enormous and we, being ignorant, 
thought that they were the products of a story factory. We, in our 
comparative luxury, with plenty of food and clothing, did not real- 
ize that hunger and poverty were striding rough shod through 
foreign lands, crushing down those, who like ourselves, were in the 
pursuit of truth and knowledge. But now all our doubts have been 
removed for we have talked with people who have seen the trou- 
bled lands of Central Europe and they state that too much cannot be 
done to allex-iate the present conditions. Dr. Nansen, who was 
here only a few days ago, has expressed himself very strongly in 
favour of the European Student Relief work, saying: "From my 
personal observations I know that the need for assistance to intellec- 
tual life is of the. rjreslest importance for the future. In carrying 
■ut "cur plans for relief of the students, you are doing a great part 
■ r>. he *.'-!g to decrease that feeling of hatred which leads to war."

Undergraduates at McGill are in reality brothers of a great in- 
tangible fraternity — the fraternity to which all those who seek a 
higher education in the Universities of the world belong. Our broth- 
ers in far lands are in need of help and if we have any faith what- 
ever in the spirit of fraternity relations, we must give, even to the 
limits of reasonable possibility. By doing so we shall help to keep 
the intellectual world on a sound basis; we shall aid in the rebirth of 
international friendship; we shall do our slight part in the preserva- 
tion of peace which is the one great essential throughout the entire 
rvvorld to-day.

"guest" of the Bnited States Govern- 
ment for having dared to express his 
opinions In the Band of the Free and 
the Home of the lirnve. Mr. Sin- 
clair is a muck-raker. He inked to- 
gether such a huge mountain of muck 
from the Chicago stockyards In "The 
Jungle" that President Roosevelt or- 
dered an official investigation. And 
the commission found that Fptoii 
Sinclair had spoken the truth. All 
that happened when Sinclair was a 
young man in his twenties, fresh 
from three years of graduate study at 
Columbia: just a silly, hairbraincd 
young man. 

Right-thinking people refused to 
read his books after that: honest pub- 
Ushers refused to bring them Into the 
light of day. Hut that didn't seem to 
worry Upton Sinclair. lia set up his 
own printing press at Pasadena and 
published "The Profits of Religion" 
and "The Brass Check." The only 
answer was a shudder from the pul- 
pits and an uncanny silence from the 
Press. Then last Spring he publish- 
ed a treatise, on American University 
Education as he saw it. Thero has 
beer, no reply r Why? 

The December number of the Amer- 
ican Bookman lists 'The Goose-Step" 
among the ten. most read . non-fiction 
books ln'the United States. It Is an 
investigation of American Universities 
as complete and circumstantial as a 
Carnegie Endowment Report. It is 
the frankest, most, carefully con- 
structed pamphlet of the century.- It 
Is a stinging indictment. Not a man 
who has the sacredness of academic 
freedom at heart caii read "The 
Goose-Step" without longing to have 
Rinolatfr's Htatements deniedj and 
pilloried as a gigantic lie! There torn 
been no denial. Why7 

Just let us examine a recent devel- 
opment of "the Goose-Step/' question. 
Speaking of some of the smaller col- 
leges in the United States where the 
bright fUmo of truth is still allowed 
to burn Sinclair says: "There Is a 
New England College of considerable 
reputation, whose president has taken 
a firm stand for open-mindedness' 
and that Is Amherst. President 
Mcikeljohn was one of the live men 
who got out of Brown when it began 
to die. He is now trying to make 
one small college in which young men 
are taught to think, Instead of just to 
believe in dogmas. He Is in the midst 
of a fight with reactionary trustees; In 
1920 they T asked for his resignation, 
but he consulted a lawyer and told 
them they had no authority In the 
premises. lie la still j n office, for 
how long- I do not know." 

Sinclair's vror,8t fears were confirm 
ed. A mouth after tho publication of 



"The Goose-Step" President Melkel 
john was "removed". And now let ma 
iinote from the November number of 
tho "Canadian Student," an excellont 
little publication, by the way, where 
young pcojilo ; ;c i a .chance to say 
wiiat they think. The editorial note, 
reads thus: "That even our methods 
ol mass-education cannot entirely 
kill ' the spirit of truth and daring 
which is the heritage of youth was 
movingly demonstrated last June, at 
Amherst College Commencement, ivheli 
as a protest against the action of tho 
college trustees in removing Presi- 
dent Mcikeljohn, thirteen students, 
Including th« president of the gradu- 
ating class, lofuiicd to accept their 
degrees. There are few college presi- 
dents who occupy such a. place in the. 
affections e>f their Htudents as lo 
make so bold a. protest thinkable, and 
there are few students who would 
dare, however great their resentment, 
to refuse tlx coveted hood." 

Not so few after all. T Imagine, 
College students are not all Just rah- 
rah boys, and any college president 
who Is willing to take a. firm stand 
■for freedom of thought and expres- 
sion <Wii| be backed to the very limit 

It would be unfair to Sinclair to s«- 
lect Incidents from his book for cri- 
ticism, and to give a skeleton account

(he pith and marrow of a anno and 
splendid ploa: 

"That is my program for colleges— 
to • discuss tho vital Ideas, the sub- 
jects that men are arguing and fight-, 
lug over, the problems that must bo 
solved If our country is not to lie 
rent by Civil War. Everybody Is In- 
terested In those questions, old and 
young, rich and poor, high and low. 
and if you deal with them you solve 
several vexing problem." at once. 
You solve the problem of getting 
students to study, and also the pro- 
blem of student morals: you turn 
your college from n country club to 
which elegant young men come to 
wear good clothes and play games, 
and more or less In secret to drink 
and carouse—you turn H from that 
into a place where ideas are taken 
seriously, and the young learn the use 
of the most wonderful tool that tho 
I human race has so far developed, 
I that of experimental science."

Most of us must have experienced 
the pleasure which comes from read- 
ing something entirely new and fresh. 
The newness and freshness need not be 
a result of modernity; in fuct the 
reverse is more likely to be the case.

In 
my own case my steady faro had been 
books written in the spirit of what 
Mr. Byrne calls "the harah logic of 
Ulster." To come unexpectedly upon 
this charming little tale, so thoroughly 
well told and conceived, ho unmis- 
takably In "the soft mood of Ulster," 
was at once a surprise and a delight. 

In the words of old Malachi Camp- 
bell of the Bong Glen, County An- 
trim, we are given a. new version of 
the ever-enthralling account ot Marco 
Polo's travels. "VVc arc shown young 
Marco while he Is still in a eounting- 
house in Venice, madly in love with 
the daughter of Kublii, the Grea'. 
Khan of pvirtary, whom ho knows 
only ;by,n:' description 'given him by a 
Chinese sea-captain. Her name, Tao- 
Tucn, lo hlni Is llko two notes plucked 
on a harp. Her voice because It Is 
merry and low has earned for lier 
the name of Golden Hells, One day 
there comes to Marco Polo, who, like 
many younfa* men In those days of 
the Crusades, wall deeply religious, 
the terrible thought, that if Golden 
Bells did not know ot or believe In 
Jesus and the Tragedy of the Milter 
Tree, then she wan lost. Accordingly 
when It became known that the; IChiui 
of Tartary was anxious to hear of the 
new western faith. Marco seized the

This would be a great step forward, 
as it was pointed ou.1, that ihcy are 
entitled to equal share in the govern- 
ment.

Harry Batshaw of Law Re- 
tains Opposition Lead- 
ership 

With the next, session of Parliament, 
only a week hence the Constitutional 
Parly has started preparations to 
surpass even the excellent showing 
mnde by it at the last session., when 
the Government missed the most 
signal defeat possible by the narrow 
margin of six votes. Every member 
of His Majesty's Loyal Opposition Is 
determined as never before upon one 
goal namely "tho Liberals must go". 

Party enthusiasm Ir running especi- 
ally high since various rumours con- 
corning the leadership of tho party 
have been dispelled by a clenr state- 
ment issued by the Constitutional 
chieftain last night. "I am still 
with the grand old party" said ihe 
leader of the Opposition, "and althougH 
there are a number of piaster Inter- 
ests who would welcome my with- 
drawal from the political field, so thai 
their dark deeds might stand a better 
chance of successful fruition, I and 
my tried colleagues will fight them 
to the last." 

At no time were the hopes of Un- 
constitutional Party brighter, aid an 
Opposition that could bring a slug- 
gish government to within six voles 
if defeat. m.'Iy well be reckoned with. 

As for the formation of a proposed 
Labor Party, their advent into the 
political arena is welcomed as a pro- 
test to the Ineficiency and Inade- 
quacy of the present regime. In lis 
outlook towards such a croup, the 
Opposition will never forget ihe fact 
that Canada, like the Mother Country 
has always been the rccocnizcil scene 
of Constitutionalism, and they will 
ever see to it that ours shall be the 
counting where "freedom slowly 
broadens down from precedent, to pre- 
cedent ." 

Within the course of the next, few 
days, a party caucus will be held at 
which plans will be. formulated. 
Considerable attention will be given 
at. this meeting to government pro- 
posais— if. they conic out in lime, 
which Is rallier uncertain. One thing 
however ir, certain) say the members 
of His Majesty's Loyal Opposition,

Will be Recognized as Best 
Chemistry Library in 
Canada 

OPENING SERVICE 

Research Work is Most Impor- 
tant Part of a Scientific 
College 



The Bnllile Library of Chemistry 
was formally opened yesterday after- 
noon In the Turin of a dedication ser- 
vice. At fiair-thlrly. the Chemistry 
and Mining lluilding already présent- 
ait animated apperanee, ami the 
library \v/ih quite filled when Dr. ' 
Jul tan. Director or tho Department , f r 
hemlslry gave }he npontng address. 
The Director gave a complete and 
lucid expia uni inn concerning the form- 
ation of the library. Formerly II bud 
been maintained by the Department of 
Chemistry at an annual expenditure 
of a hundred and seventy- rive dollars. 
In November of 1921, the lain Join, 
Dalllle donated îlâ.OOO to asslsl the 
department; and the Interest on ||,la 
has been used In ' found the UhllHc 
Library. 

The Library has about fwonly- 
olght hunrded volumes. Besides these 
there are over throe thousand vol- 
umes and periodicals, consisting or 
all the sets of chemical Journals, pro- 
ceedings nf societies, and abstracts of 
chemical blhl h graphy, which are kept 
In tho flro- proof stacks of the Uni- 
versity Library, except the current 
numbers and the last five years oi 
each sol. There were in the library, 
together wilh standard sets of Ihig- 
gllsb. French; and Gorman hooks, 
especially those in connection wilh 
Canada. 

The reading room Is a cozy, and 
Inviting one: and the average number 
of readers it accomodates daily is be- 
tween thirty and forty. It is especi- 
ally good Inasmuch as it is able to 
provide many books for those engaged 
In chemical research who would other- 
wise be put io much u necessary ex- 
pense. There arc, at present,, twenty, 
one men and women grail utiles who 
are taking a further course for their 
degree of Ph.D. Dr. Huttaii, Claimed 
that this was a noble work; and he 
pointed out thai it is research work 
'Abiih distinguishes a university from 
a. mere scientific coliogo; The Dir- 
ector rurthcr emphasized Ihe import- 
ance or this to science. 

The library, itself, | 3 dedicated to 
Lieutenant George Irvine Bnillle, who 
made the supremo sacrifice in France 
at the Hallle of Amiens on August 
N. tins. Tim library bearing his 
name contains his portrait, by Dick- 
son Patterson, bung over (lie fire- 
place. All the books, loi.-, contain 
copperrpiates of the 'memorial. 

Ilesides this, set in ihe middle of 
one wall is a small, unique memorial 
window, désigne.) by Professor Tra- 
qnair, If is a leaded ivind,otv. com- 
posed r.f nix rows of rive panes of 
opalescent glass.

nomocracy. Its progress In the past, 
Its practice In thn present, and Its 
prospects for the future, was the sub- 
ject of two excellent papers and much 
lively discussion at. lagt night's meet- 
ing of the Historical Club, held at. the 
residence of Eugene Lafleur, Esq., 
K. C. 

There was a full attendance of m«m- 
hors, while the president, L. C. 
rombs, noted how greatly mc' dun 
was honoured by the presence r.f three 
such distinguished men as Eugene 
Larienr, K. C. one of the. sovcrnnrs 
of McGill and a Jurist of International 
eminence. Stephen Leacock, world re- 
nowned political economist: and hum- 
orlst: and Trnf. Williams, famous as 
a. biographer and historian. 

Dr. Le.ste.ock In a. short address crm- 
talnlng much of that hiimnur with 
which his name is synonymous, gave 
as his opinion that, in the present: pas- 
sion for prosress and achievement we 
are forgetting the old«r ideals of the 
generations and the. times -which have 
passed. It would be well, he claimed, 
it we tempered the. rigour of the out- 
line of our present governmental 
systems with something of the hazier 
and kindlier outlines of those of tho 
past. 

L. !f. Smith, in an able paper, 
gave an account of tho rise of demo- 
cracy from the earliest days, and 
showed how democracy had come to 
the sreat. stats of the present. In 
England it had come peacefully, in 
Franco with force; in the States witli 
great rapidity, but It. had always been 
the result of abstract theories coupled 
with practical causes. 

Tn his conclusion he stated that 
though democracy might not be the 
best form of government, still it seem- 
ed to be the easiest form the world 
has found. 

The speech of A Rentlln Stone, 
secretary of the club, centred about 
the question "Is Democracy doomed? 
Ho pointed out many faults common 
to democracy in general, and many 
particular faults found In certain 
democracies. Those evils of demo- 
cratic Kovfrnnv'iit Lo-day we:-" caus- 
ing discontent everywhere. In Italy 
they hail lead to the rise of Mussolini. 

Yet the ideals of democracy will 
never ;o down, be said, even though 
its workings sink very low. L<*on Hie 
people wilt always believe that one 
man Is as crood as another. 

"A man's a man for a' that," Burns 
has said, and so a man will always 
he regarded by the great majority 
of mankind. 

People, the speaker continued, will 
always maintain thai, no one man eau 
dictate then- laws, and will ajways 
carry on the government, as they seo 
best, not in accordance with tho 
wishes of a few leaders of greater 
Intelligence who are more capable of 
governing. Therefore, ho claimed, 
democracy is not likely to lie sup- 
planted, although its finest ideals may 
bo doomed. And these ideals, even 
if they he never achieved, will always 
remain as the goal towards which 
mankind will ever strive, 

During the discussion following the 
speeches, refreshments were served.

It was 
not until the man turned up his face 
to speak thai Ballatityno noticed 
that his assailant was a, negro . Tito 
highwayman relieved the freshman of 
a silver watch and chain, valued at 
twenty dollars; then, losing courage, 
ran rapidly up ihe street, disappear- 
ing In one ot Ihe adjacent lanes. 

Ballantyne reported the assault to 
tho police of the. St. Catherine St. 
West station, and described the ban- 
dit as a young colored man In Hie 
■neighbourhood of twonty-two years
